Elijah would pobably 
have begged leave to maintain his 
own view of the. matter it some- 
tody had told him while he was 
running for his life that Cod loved 
Jezebel. 


In this. view of Hosea and his 


interpretation of Cod we have n 
glimpse of the evolution of religion 
and of our ideas of God. Until the 
time of Amos, just a little before 
Hosea. the doctrine that there was 
but one God was not held even by 
the Jews. They believed Jehovah 
was their God hut

plenty o fothor Gods. Joshua told 
the people to be "a man or a mouse 
or a long tailed rat" and choose 
whatever god they wanted but not 
to be hypocrits about it.
